Without Sugar 
by Pulping 

Fruit 

K very hous^ki'iqipr Is anxious to 
build tip safe reserves of fruit and 
ve,"l aides for winter, and a Rood 
lira vHler takes justifiable pride in 
well-filled Kin Ives To such women 
the 25 pound allotment of sm ar. or 
even a more generous allowance for 
canning, will not provide a safe mai 
Kin unless there Is a careful allnra 
lion bo much sugn for cl 
so much for peache and thl 
giinn hacked up with generous imp- 
plies canned without mi ar. 

Kngland has adopted a method of 
P" erving fruit without sugar, know, 
as ‘pulping," that is employed hot 
co oorclall.v and In the homes. Tin 
me tod is economical of jars, as no 
wn or is used in canning the fruit. 

The method, according to the llul 
lei in of the Royal Horticultural So 
ch ty, is as follows: Rack sterilised 
jars roll of fruit, add no water, plac, 
rubbers and caps in position, and 
fill pan with water up to the shoul 
ders of the bottles. Place pan on 
fire and bring wale, to the simmer 
ing point and keen it at this point 
half an hour. I, move bottles and 
fill them one from tin otto r. replace 
rubbers and caps, and pul the hot 
ties buck In the prm and briny them 
up to the simmering point a Jn for, 
mother five minutes. Take Hi, m 
out one at a time and screw down 
the tops. Invert to eool and te i the 
joints. Wrap In paper to prevent 
bleaching and stole In a dry, cool 
place. 

Cooking the fruit, before bottling 
Is a simple method of pulping, but 
the fruit will bo darker than if tie 
above method Is followed. Thi 
method Is ns follows Place frui' 
over a gentle heat until enough in, 

Hire mines out to prevent burning 
then Increase the heat until the fruit 
boils. Roil an hour, stirring all the 
time, and can. following usual 
methods of sterilizing. In pultin up 
apples a little water will have to he 
added to the fruit to prevent hurtling 

Pulped fruit can he used for jam 
stewed fruit, puddings and pies. The 
English housewife who has to lie very 
caref 1 of sugar makes up pulp Into 
Jam one Jar at a time, allowdin h If 
a pint of sugar to a pint of fruit 
This does not make so sweet a jam 
as the usuij quantity of tr. hut 
ar this English woman writ. It. is 
quite good enough and in tie s, da' 
Jam of any kind Is almost a luxury."

How America Stands on Sugar 

How do we stand on sugar?” The question must, be answered every day 
for the next six months by every consumer. 

la answer to a similar query a member of the English Parllameht satd, 
I here Is no prospect of any improvement In the national stocks of sugar so 
long as the war eontinues." 

I here is no sueh finality about the Ameriean sugar situation, but this 
ealm aceeptanee of facts goes a long way in solving war problems. Ameriea, 
England, France ami Italy depend mainly on Cuba for sugar. This means that 
so long as war continues It Is likely that the Allies will he on a meager 
ugar ration and America on a short allowance. 

An improvement in shipping conditions would of course relieve the situa¬ 
tion hut distribution from now until the new crop conies in must he based on 
Hie sugar In sight and not on probable supplies. Facing the facts, the Food 
Administration has restricted the allowance of sugar In less essential food prod¬ 
ucts In order to maintain a monthly ration of three pounds to consumers and 
provide sugar for both commercial and home canning. 

In the plan of distribution which was put in force July 1, manufacturers 
f candy, soft drinks, tobacco, wine and such less essential products, were cut 
*o r.O per cent of normal requirements, lee cream makers will lie allowed 75 
per cent, and runners of fruits and v '' tables 100 per cent. N’o sugar can ha 
old to manufacturers, to retail nien h anls or to proprietors of eating places 
, epi on certificate from the local Food Administrator indicating the quantity 
:hat may tie bought. 

Hie householder Is on tumor to ration his family to three pounds a month 
per person and is urged to co-operate with the Government tn a fair distribution 
of sugar supplies. If tne sugar Is available, home canners can obtain more 
'ban the 25 pound allowance for canning on approval of local administrators. 

With ihe hearty co-operation of the public the Food Administration ex¬ 
pects to avoid any serious scarcity of so ir for home consumption. The situa¬ 
tion rails for a cheerful acceptance of facts and an allround reciprocity on 
ugar—reciprocity between nations, between consumers and manufacturers, 
ud between the American public and the Food Administration. Common sense 
iid reciprocity all around will bring us to the end of the year without an em¬ 
barrassing shortage.

Fruit of any haul suitable for canning may be preserved without any 
■ii '.ar Win n Hie fruit Is r insumed, the sugar can be added exactly as is done 
with fr< h fruit. If the fruit win n canned is thoroughly ripe it may he con- 
siinnHl without this ad tu n of sugar and Is sweet enough for many ta res. 

The ordinal-' methods of home canning are used. These are the “cold 
pack" and "hot pack" nuthods 

For the former th< fruit Is washed, peeled, pitted or rored as needed and 
parked ti lit In clean, scalded cans or jar: Water Is then added, boiling in 
tlu> case of ea ms. a’ * as hot as possible without cracking Ihe glass in the case 
of Jnr- Scalded i a: or u vers and ruhliers are then put in place loosely and 
the tilled tan- heat- 1 In a vi s. el of boiling water for twenty to forty minutes. 
An ordinal' wash I toller furnished with a wire screen or a wooden grating on 
whirl) to pi.i • the jars Is Mutable for tli purpose. The boiler should contain 
enough water I,- ri ■ about half way up the sides of the jars. 

Wlvle ’ill at the boiling t> tnperature the jars or cans are removed, sealed 
and placed to ro d. g horizontally or upside down. 

For the “hot park method the prepared fruit is placed In a large pot on 
the stove with a water to prevent burning. After heating to the boiling 

point and to, inr in it ihe fruit is tender and some of the juice has exuded. 
It is pouml Into tin , ans or In ated jars by means of a perforated or wire ladle 
and a wide fun 1 tin bent juice from the pot Is then added just to rover the 
fruit and the cans or jar rah d These are thru Ip ated in the boiler for about 
iw- et ' niiniitr.-, Ir a second batch of 'he same fruit the juice remaining In 
the pot should be used Inst, ad of water for the preliminary cooking. 

With sonic frim-; there w ill he an excess of juice. This c.ui be used in the 
canning of other land- of fruit or for making blended jams, marmalades or 
jellies In cnsi v r - there Is not sufficient Juir to cover the fruit when 
placed in-the jar utl'n eat lint water may lie added for this purpose. 

The riper the fruit, providing it is sound, the more sugar, flavor, and nutri¬ 
ment it contains.

EXPENSES AND OUTLAYS OF THE STATE 
An interesting and highly valuable collection of data 
on the "expenses and outlays” of the state government of 
California lor the fiscal years ending June 30, 1902 and 
1917 respectively, has just been published by the Tax Pay¬ 
ers’ Association of California in the form of a set of graphic 
charts. It is said these charts are to be given wide distri- 
tion through the state. 

It is shown that in the 10 years mentioned, the ex¬ 
penses of the state, exclusive of trust 1 und and agency trans¬ 
actions, reimbursements ol counties, bond redemption, book 
transactions, transfers, etc., in other words, the actual ex¬ 
penses, have amounted to $221,330,410.34, and that the 
annual expense has jumped from $8,207,594.14 in 1902 to 
$23,260,858.53 in 1917. The total outlays for the period 
have amounted to $52,420,315.08. 

The charts exhibit the expenses and outlays, with popu¬ 
lation, year by year, also giving the annual per capita of 
outlays and expenses, following the chart showing the 
totals appear other charts giving the expenses and outlays 
classified as follows: Legislative; Executive; Judicial; Pro¬ 
tection to Persons and Property; Conservation of Natural 
Resources; Health and Sanitation; Public Works, Parks, 
etc.; Charities, Hospitals and Corrections; Education; Public 
Expositions; Debt Service and Miscellaneous. A final chart 
exhibits the expenses, year by year, of the numer¬ 
ous boards, commissions, etc., which expenses exclusive of 
outlays for permanent improvements, have advanced from 
$228,410.83 in 1902 to $2,597,072.14 in 1917. 

Accompanying the charts is brief but interesting 
text, showing the 120 officers, boards, bureaus, commissions, 
etc., which compose the state government. The functions 
of each are set forth. 

The Association declares that most of these agencies 
ol the state exist by statute, and recommends reorganiza¬ 
tion work by the next legislature whereby much of the du¬ 
plication and overlaping ol functions now existing may be 
done away with. Under the plan proposed, the activities 
ol the state should be grouped into and carried on by ten 
or twelve general departments, and the entire government 
thus simplified. 

The following plan of reorganization is tentatively ad¬ 
vanced, and the Association declares that it will give more 
detailed information in support of its recommendations in 
the near future; 

Governor—Legislature—Courts 

Department of Finance—To have control over all financial 
policies and functions. 

Department of Agriculture—To have control over all agri¬ 
cultural agencies. 

Department of Natural Resources—To have control over ail 
agencies employed in the conservation and development 
of natural resources. 

Department of Health—To have control over all health 
agencies. 

Department of Charities, Hospitals and Corrections—To 

have control over all institutions and agencies in this 
classification. 

Department of Education—Duties suggested by title. 
Department of Commerce—To control all agencies dealing 
with the regulation of business, public utilities, etc. 
Department of Social Welfare—To control all agencies deal¬ 
ing with social economics and functions allied thereto. 
Department of Public Works and Parks—To control all en¬ 
gineering work, construction, parks, reservations, 
monuments, etc. 

Department of Labor—To deal with all agencies related to 
labor.
